| When agriculture is in a low and imper- 
| fect condition, the labors of the year are all 
| concentrated upon seed time and harvest. 
This was the case with the Anglo Saxons, 
very few intermediate operations being prac- 
tised by them.

In general, the only 
grains they raised were wheat, barley, and 
oats, and they had but small quantities of 
The results of their labor were so un- 
certain and insecure, on account of the total 
inefficiency of the laws, and the inability of 


cultivate are alone selected for tillage, and 
men are compelled to content themselves 
with such a living as their weak social cond- 
tion enables them to attain. But as society, 
in this struggle with nature, gradually be- 
comes stronger, by the improvement of im- 
plements and the accumulation of capital and 
scientific knowledge, the richer soils of 
marshy lowlands are cleared of their forests 
and malarias, and brought into cultivation ; 
while in every other way the earth is rendered 
more productive. But this is the result of 
social maturity, rather than of social youth ; 
and we do not, therefore, look for great im- 
provements in a country comparatively new 
and thinly settled. 

Again, the differences of climate do much 
to prevent the rapid development of agricul- 
ture. The practices of one country are not 
adapted to another whose climate is different, 
and hence the experience gained in one coun- 
try is of comparatively little value in another. 
Fach nation must, in its turn, begin anew, 
as it were, and acquire by slow degrees, a 
knowledge of the of culture best 
adapted to its climate and position. Differ- 
ences of elevation are similar in effect to dif- 
ferences of climate, and present the same ob- 
stacles to progress, while the infinite varie- 
ties of soil give rise to still other difficulties. 
Heavy soils and light sandy ones must be 
treated very differently, and a familiarity 
with one kind will hardly aid the experimen- 
ter in obtaining a good crop from the other. 
All these varieties of soil frequently exist in 
close proximity to each other in the same 
province or town, or indeed upon the same 
farm.

Moreover, as agricultural operations require 
a comparatively large field, they tend to sep- 
arate those engaged in them from each other, 
and thus is lost the great benefit which is de- 
rivable from a frequent and familiar inter- 
course between those occupied in the same | 
pursuit. Improvements are not as soon sug- 
gested and known, or as likely to be carried 
to perfection, as they would be if this cause 
were not in action. 





And so farmers are now 
discussing some of the same questions which 
were argued with as much zeal two thousand 
years ago. If, however, we take an impartial 


ers, in several towns in Grafton county, and 
here give the result of my observations re- 
specting the farm crops, etc., in that section 
of New Hampshire. 

The general opinion seemed to be that the 
hay crop is about one-third greater than that 
of last year. The frequent rains that have 
fallen from early in July to this date, have 
very much retarded the ingathering of the 
crops. The frequent showers have in many 
cases greatly injured the hay in the 
fields. During my excursion, I saw, in the 
aggregate, a large amount of standing grass, 
mostly on intervale lands and low grounds. 
The scarcity of farm laborers, and the high 
wages taxed by them, have made it impossi- 
ble for thousand of our farmers to secure their 
hay as early as they otherwise would have 
done ; most of those farmers having mowing 
machines, horse hay rakes, ¢tc., by the aid of 
these helps, have generally sored the hay in 
their barns before it was over ripe. 

On the Agricultural College Farm at 
Hanover, haying commented the 20th of 
June and was finished Juy 10th ; seventy 
tons of prime hay were stered in the barns 
during that time. On thai farm, there was 
no lack of help, the coliege students could be 
had in the hay field in any aumbers required 
at fifteen cents per hour. 

Corn, almost as far as noticed, promised a 
large yield—I think the best field of corn I 
saw was one of seven acres on the Colle ge 
Farm; when planted the field was marked in 
drills, lengthwise ; this was done in the fore- 
noon of the day in which the corn was plant- 
ed. In the afternoon the marker, drawn by a 
horse, cross marked the field, checking it into 
squares 3 1-2 feet; in the afternoon a suffi- 
cient number, ( mostly Dartmouth College 
students,) came on todrop the superphos- 
phates and corn, and carefully cover it, and 
fiaish up the planting that afternoon. So 
carefully was the planting done, that there 
were not over twenty hills in the seven acres 
that failed to come up. Last year there were 


seven hundred bushels of ears of corn raised 
on the Farm, every bushel of which, was 


husked by college students, at so much per 
bushel of ears.

MILK AND ITS PRODUCTS. 


ARTICLE NO. IV. 


[From an Essay delivered before the Vermont Datrymen’s 
Association, by Alezrander Hyde.) 
We have spoken of cheese as not so easily 
digested as beef. This is owing to its being 
such a concentrated form of nitrogenous 
food. If eaten in small quantities with bread, 
cake, apples or potatoes, it will seldom 
trouble any stomach of ordinary digestive 
capacity. By many cheese is even recom- 
mended as a promoter of digestion, but this 
recommendation will only hold good in the 
case of old cheese, or that in which the 
process of decomposition has already com- 
menced. In this case it acts on other food in 
the stomach, much as we have spoken of the 
action of a little partially decayed milk on a 
mass of fresh milk with which it may come 
in contact. By its catalytic influence or by 
the seeds of decay which it contains, it retards

into lactic acid. This sugar constitutes nearly

PACKING BUTTER. 


A correspondent of the Rural New Yorker 
| adopts this plan for keeping butter sweet for 
|long periods. He has tight and strongly 
| hooped tubs of oak with heads at both ends. 
The tubs are fourteen inches in diameter at 
top and nine inches at bottom, and about 
sixteen inches high. ; 

Now in packing this tub, sack of white 
cambric is made to fit the «ub for the recep- 
tion of the butter. It is placed in the tub as 
it stands on the small end, the sides of the 
sack being long enough to extend over the 
top of the tub. The butter is packed firmly 
in this sack until within one and three- 
eights inches of the top of the tuh, when a 
circular piece of cloth is laid on top of the 
butter, and the sides of the sack brought 
over and nicely plaited down over the cir- 
cular cover. A layer of fine salt 1s now laid 
on top, the head put in, and _the hoops

THE SEASON. 


What a remarkable season to be sure. 
Whoever heard of such a constant running 
cémment on the weather? Who, indeed, 
can remember in all his life such a tremend- 
ous “spell of weather!” Thunder and light- 
ning! What are we coming to? Last year 
and year before, people more than half made 
up their minds that the world was getting 
ready for a general and sweeping conflagra- 
tion. Somehow or other the impression got 
round that it would’nt take many years of 
such weather to set the whole sphere in a 
blaze like a boll of cotton. Springs dried 
up that were never known to give out before. 
Streams ceased to flow, and rivers showed a 
low water mark never reached before. Loco- 
motives set the forests on fire that had been 
fire proof against all their sparks before, and 
everything seemed to be going to ashes 
about as fast as it could go. 

But seasons change, and no one is more 
eonscious of this than a farmer who is trying 
to make hay in the sunshine between the 
showers. About every day regularly, we 
have showers, and some of them worthy the 
name of floods. The dust is kept laid, and 
the weeds grow at a rate never before record- 
ed in history. The consequence is that there 
is many an acre of English grass standing 
yet uncut, though ripe enough to go into 
the barn about as soon as it is down. A few 
have been lucky, and have got their hay in 
all right, but a vast number are still watching 
their chance.

years have given good crops; on some of the 
farms the yield has been as high as sixty 
bushels per acre, and the Excelsior oats have 
weighed from thirty-eight to forty-three 
Ibs. per bushel, those grown on the College 
Farm giving the above heavy weight. This 
year the growth of straw is large, the fre- 
quent showers, many of which were attend- 
ed with winds, have caused the 
oats almost universally in the towns I visited, 
to become badly lodged and twisted about in 
masses, 8o that they can neither be cradled 
or reaped with the sickle. In many instances 
the lodged oats were mown and saved for 
winter fodder ; the result will be, the straw 
will be poor fodder and much of the grain 
light in weight. 

The potato vines are strong, exhibiting a 
vigorous growth, indicating a good yield, 
providing they escape rust of the tops and 
rot of the tubers. In the hundreds of fields 
of potatoes I saw there was but one that was 
rust stricken and I heard no complaint of it 
on the potatoes, as far as they had been dug 
for table use. 

In all the towns I visited the apple trees 
are heavily la den with fair apples; in many 
instances the heavy loaded branches were 
propped up; apparently the apples have not 
been so free from injury by worms for many 
years past. I saw also, limbs of the over- 
laden pear and plum trees shored up; no

complaint of the ravages of the curcu lio on 
the various kinds of plums in this section, 
but there is much rotting of the plums on the 
trees, the cause of which, our people are 
sorely troubled, for it is not a little provok- 
ing to see scores of plums, some of which, 
when full grow n are the size of a small hen’s 
egg—rotting in all parts of the tree top. 
Strawberries, and most other kinds of ber- 
ries have been extra plenty, and extra cheap 
too. But the winter was hard on our native 
blackberries, and these just ripening, will be 
scarce 
On my way home trom Hanover I called 
upon the Shakers of Enfield, spending a day 
very pleasantly in looking over their farm, 
vegetable gardens and grounds devoted to 
the growing of garden seeds, medicinal 
plants, etc. All their extensively cultivated 
grounds are kept free of weeds, and the 
plants are all in perfectly straight lines. 
There are few of our farmers but what 
might profit by visiting these quiet and in- 
dustrious people, and in copying the order, 
system and clean culture prevading all their 
varied crops. My principal object in going 
to Hanover, was to visit the “N. H. Col- 
lege of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts,” 
for the purpose of obtaining information in 
reference to various matters pertaining to 
that Institution. By the kindness of 
President Smith and Professor Dimond, I 
fully accomplished the objects of my mission. 
But the length of this paper must be my 
apology for deferring any further notice of 
the College to the pages of another letter.

Milk will curdle neamveliy | 
if kept sufficiently warm, by the slow con- 
version of the sugar of milk into lactic acid, 
but in making cheese, except what is some- | 
times called Dutch cheese, we do not allow | 
the milk to curdle naturally, but hasten the | 
process by some acid or more commonly by | 
the aid of rennet, which is simply the dried | 
stomach of some quadruped, usually a calf. | 
Almost any acid will separate the curd from | 
the whey. In that great cheese country, 
Holland, dilute muriatic acid is extensively 
used for this purpose. Vinegar has the same | 
elfect, and every boy who has tried eating | 
currants in milk has been astonished by see- | 
ing his milk curdled. From this universal 
effect of curdling by means of acid, it has 
been supposed by same that rennet contained 
some latent acid, although there is no,aci‘l 
taste to it. Possibly when it is first taken 
from the calf there may be some particles of 
curd or gastric juice still adhering to it, but 
after it has been washed, salted and dried, 
the curdling effect can not be attributed to 
any acid originally existing in the stomach. 
The acid which separates the curd is doubt-

Casein is naturally 
insoluble in pure water, but dissolves readily 
in water contajning a small quantity of potash 


contains just soda enough to render the 
casein soluble, but as the lactic acid is formed» 
it unites with the soda and the casein being 
no longer soluble, separates from the whey. 
It is no objection to this theory of the action 
of rennet that neither the milk nor the whey 
become sensibly sour during the separation 
of the curd, for the lactic acid as fast as 
formed unites with and is neutralized by the 
soda. 

Sugar is another product of milk of con- 
siderable importance in commerce, but so far 
its manufacture has never been successfully 
attempted in this country. The Swiss Shep- 
herds make a great account of the sugar of 
milk, of which they manufacture and export 
large quantities. This sugar is less sweet 
than that of the grape, or cane, but has the 
valuable property of not fermenting and be- 
coming sour when dissolved in pure water.

Butter packed in this way, and placed in a 
cool, clean, well-ventilated cellar, will keep 
sweet and sound for long periods, and will 
go to market in prime condition. When the 
butter is to be used the tub is turned on the 
small end, the hoops started, and the large 
head taken off, when the butter may be lifted 
entirely out of the tub by taking hold of the 
ends of the sack. It may be placed upon a 
platter or large earthen dish, the cloth re- 
moved from the top, and the butter cut in 
desirable shapes for the table or for sale. If 
|any portion remains, or is not wanted for 
immediate use, that portion may be returned 
|to the tub, and in this way it can be pre- 
served for future use. 

The plan is a novel one for keeping butter 
sweet and sound, and we are informed has 
met with entire success. The package holds 
about fifty pounds. 

When the butter is required for use, by 
| lifting it from the tub and turning down the 
| sack, the butter may be cut in handsome 
one to come upon the table, which cannot 

be done in the ordinary way of packing, as 
|the butter must then be dug out in small 
| particles, or cut in untidy pieces. 
| Butter for the Winter market is often 
| packed in firkins holding from sixty to 
|eighty pounds. The firkins are made strong 
jand tight, are provided with heads, and 
| when filled are feaded up and brine poured 
through a hole in the top head, so as to fill 
all intervening spaces. in packing butter 
| for market, ‘t is important to have a neat 
package. If due attention

sides some knowledge of natural history, 
botany and veterinary science. 
It will not do hereafter to say of the dull- 
est boy in the family, that he can be the 
| farmer, because he is unfit for anything else. 
| He must have all the elements of an earnest 
| man in him, with good reasoning and analy- 
| tical powers, and no slow blood or illdirected 
brain; or else though he may make a poor 
| lawyer, doctor or politician, it is not at all 
| probable he will succeed as a farmer. 
Why the science of agriculture in its high- 

| est sense requires more knowledge based on 
a large part of the physical sciences, while it 
requires as much literary education as any of 
the other professions. Indeed it is more 
difficult of complete acquirement and mas- 
tery, than any of the others. It is evident 
from the condition of the people that there 
will be a reaction in agricultural pursuits and 
higher farming, requiring more knowledge 
and intelligence, must become the order of 
the day as a remedy for the exhausted soil of 
the country. 

It needs no argument to show that the 
man who desires to cultivate the land iutelli- 
gently, needs all the aid which science can 
give, and indeed science stops far short of 
his needs; he cannot succeed unless his 
plans harmonize with the laws of light, heat, 
growth and moisture, although he may be 
ignorant that such laws exist. 

Undoubtedly the scientific man who knows 
nothing of practical husbandry, will, as a 
farmer, turn out to be a splendid failure, and 
simply because his knowledge does not go 
far enough. Science is not sufficiently de- 
veloped to enable him to form correct theo- 
ries of agriculture. It is known from repeat- 
ed observations that certain results, usually 
follow certain causes, but it is not always 
easy to explain the reasons. Those who only 
experiment in their laboratories, and write 
out methods for farmers, based entirely on 
chemical analysis, are ,“ blind leaders of the 
blind.” But those who devote themselves 
to a reseatch of the relations which chemistry 
sustains to agriculture and test theories in 
the field, before giving them to the public, 
are entiled to the thanks of the whole com- 
munity. It is only by the efforts of such 
men that agriculture can be raised to the 
rank of a science. 

The problem which the student of agricul- 
ture is called upon to solve, is how far he 
can apply scientific rules, to the economy of 
the farm, and how largely the general pros- 
perity of an agricultural community can be 
increased, by the introduction of intellectual 
training in the special business of life. It 
was the establishment of a Board of Agri- 
culture in England, which first introduced sci- 
entific principles into the practice of farming, 
and gave Sir Humphrey Davy his first op- 
portunity for useful service in that direction. 
Agriculture consists of two classes of ope- 
rations. One is purely mechanical, the other 
purely chemical, and inasmuch as the mechan- 
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The details of the Peruvian revolution 
which occurred during the last days of July 
are of much interest.

instructions to his adherents. But the causes 
of Balta and Pardo had become united. 
The first, wounded in pride and outraged in 
feeling, was ready, if posible; to proeeed to 
extremities with his foe ; and Pardo, incensed 


| and temporarily defeated by the dissolution 


of congress, where his supporters had prom- 
ised him a certain success, was only anxious 
to cause the downfall of the-man who had 
wrought him wrong, confident that Balta, 
restored to power, would conform to his con- 
stitutional obligations, call Congress together, 
and resign the reins of power to the succes- 
sor named hy that body. That successor 
would be Paréo. Nevertheless, these two 
men were powerless. The great agitator was 
busy in the palace of the government, fortify- 
ing himself in his new position and calling to 
his aid assistants as treacherous as himself. 
Surrounded by ignorant battalions, officered 
by his brothers and his proteges, defended by 
a courtyard full of cannon and mitrailleuses, 
he could, for the time, safely bid defiance to 
the unorganized foe chaffing without the 
walls. 

The scenes in Lima July 26 are thus pic- 
tured : 

Popular excitement is to day, July 26, at 
an extreme hight. Early this morning, as 
Col. Silvestre Gutierrez, the brother of th 
Dictator, and his Minister of War, wa 
walking in the direction of the railway sta 
tion, some groups of people assailed him 
with shouts and cries B am a Irritated at 
this, he approached one of the persons, and 
drawing his revolver threatened to fire. Be- 
fore another word could be spoken, the op- 

osing party fired in their turn, and Gutierrez 
ell, riddled with balls. He expired almost 
instantly, and the enraged people trampled 
upon his body and stripped it of its clothing. 
A picket of mounted ioe about this time 
gulloped up, dispersed the mob and carried 
off the corpse. 
PRESIDENT BALTA KILLED IN PRISON. 

No sooner had this news been conveyed to 
the Dictator than another of his brothers, 
Colonel Marcelliano Gutierrez, sped to the 
prison where President Balta was confined, 
and there, without a moment’s warning, 
killed the President. Balta at the time was 
in his dressing gown, awaiting his break- 


| fast, and the infuriated Gutierrez rushed into 


his room, shot him twice, and then, when 
life was almost extinct passed his sword 
through Balta’s body. 

GUTIERREZ’S DEATH. 

In one instant Gutierrez’s soul was before 
its God ; pistols, swords, daggers, knives, 
sticks, stones, and every available weapon 
were used in mutilating his corpse. Then 
attaching acord to the heels, the people 
dragged it through the streets to the Plaza, 
singing their song of victory. In the Plaza, 
it was immediately hung to a lamp post, 
and some of the more exci ed, hurrying away, 


| soon returned with the corpse of the other 


brother, killed in the morning, and suspended 
it directly in front of the bleeding remains of 
the Dictator. Early this morning, the 27th, 
some ten thousand people witnessed the 
spectacle of raising these naked, blood stained 
bodies to the very summit of the Cathedral 
towers, where they remained for a short time 
and were taken down and burned to ashes 
by the people in the principal square—an 
ominous warning that the people of Peru 
have at last learned to understand and to 
protect their rights. 
THE EXCITING CAUSES, 

This revolt against the Dictatorship has 
The tremend- 
ous voice of the populace, calling for the 
observance of the constitution aud the 
law, has made itself heard above all the 
sounds of cannon and rifles. Even while 
participating in the awful scenes I have just 
described, the very perpetrators gincied in 
their political, not physical, victory. It seems 
to have been fated that this family of Gutier- 
rez—three colonels and one general- had 
met their day of doom.
